Adolf Hitler is easy in his mind about 
the fantastic trials now proceeding at Riom 
The aged head of the Vichy sovernment 
hoped to prove to the world who was re- 
sponsible for France losing her part of the 
war. ‘The Fuehrer was anxious to pin guilt 
on those Frenchmen Who refused to permit 
Germany to get all she wanted by diplomatic 
trickery—the men, as the Nazi oligarchy 
will argue it, who would not accept the’ “in 
evitable” without fighting 
When Hitler “persuaded” Petain to place 
French military and political leaders under 
—his_familiar form of protective custody he 
fondly imagined he would unearth a—good 
deal of information that could be Cohverted 
into useful propaganda. ‘The~-octogenarian 
chief of state was badiy In need of-a- scape 
goat. But the whole judicial .inquiry_has 
by no means gone according to either’s plan; 
it has developed into a startling revelation 
of how Marshal Petain himself, ‘together 
with those who shared his military concepts, 
contributed to the debacle of the summer of 
1940. ‘This is" galting—to-him-and--of- little 
or no value*te the Fuehrer. So, M.- Fernand 
de. Brinon, Vichy’s envoy the German 
authorities in Paris, ‘has recom mented 
the chief of state that the trials be dropped 
—presumably before the obviously unafraid 
defendants in the case make 
worse for the Marshal 
stock of embarrassing irritations 
One. of the most devastating 
evidence infroduced to the court 
was the foreword Petain wrote for General 
Chauvinéau’s book, “Is Invasion Stifl 
sible?” published .in 1938. The author figur- 
atively pooh-poohed the idea of France's 
danger from without, and reached the con 
clusion—that—invasion was _impossible—de 
“claring that tanks had no-offensive value 
and that aircraft were equally useless in 
attack, The Marshal agreed with the Chau 
Vineau thesis and included in his preface to 
the work of ‘this military “expert” an ex 
pression of his thankfulness that he had not 
been swayed by General Charles de Gaulle’s 
oft-reiterated demand for tanks. It is small 
wonder the trials have proved a boomerang.

Though attention has been focused on the 
amazing gains of the Japanese in the Far 
East, let us not forget that Hitler is re- 
sourceful and that this is March. Whether 
through superstition, intuition or a_ cold 
blooded calculation of chances, Hitler has 
usually chosen the ‘Ides of March” for his 
most spectacular eoups. It was in March, 
1936, that he remilitarized.the Rhineland. It 
was in March, 1938, that he seized Austria. 
It was in March, 1939, that he occupied Bo- 
hemia and Moravia and grabbed Memel. In 
March last year he was biisy tightening his

PROPAGANDA 
ROPAGANDA, when you come to- think 
of it, is one of the most remarkable in- 
veritions of our time. It is true that propa- 
ganda did not begin with us. It was well 
known to Moses and doubtless before him to 
the kings-of Egypt and Sumeria,.and_proph- 
ets like Confucius were extremely able at 
it. But it has been streamlined lately and so 
improved as ‘to make the efforts of our 
grandfathers seem childish. Also, it has be- 
come respectable. In the last war propa- 
ganda. achieved an-evil- sound and was asso- 
ciated chiefly with the efforts of the Kaiser, 
who was commonly supposed to be anti- 
Christ, but even he was an amateur. Now 
propaganda has become recognized as an 
essential and respectable weapon of war, 
which the United Nations are seeking to 
develop as fast as they can. So far they 
haven't been very successful. 

Propaganda in the respectable sense, as 
we know it in the democracies, fs becoming 
a two-edged weapon and I for one am grow- 
ing suspicious of it. When a government 
sets up a propaganda bureau, obviously the 
burea will defend the government. Can you 
imagine a government bureau issuing a 
statement to the effect that the government 
bureau will defend the government. Can you 
imagine.a. government servant standing on 
a platform and pointing to the fallacies con- 
tained in the speech of a cabinet minister?

Wars and their aftermath ot | 
trade dislocations have been the | 
principal cause of variations in | 
the value of the United States 
dollar .in.Canada and vice-versa. 
For example, the continental! cur-/ 
rency, s0 profusely issued in| 
America during the War of In-) 
dependence, fell in value outside 
her borders even more’ rapidly | 
than it did in the Jand of its| 
birth. Similarly the American | 
“greenbacks” issued during the 
Civil War were at one time worth | 
in Canada no more than 40 cents | 
on the dollar. 

No one can claim that these 
twin dollars are or will always 
be of equal value, but despite 
any such differences they still 
have a great many characteris- | 
tics in common. 

The dollar as the national unit | 
was adopted by the States In 
1775, but, it was not until 1858 
that Canada officially accepted | 
that unit and brought the deci- 
mal system into force.
